The Honourable William Hamilton, 
Postmaster General, has announced 
that the Post Office Department will 
issue eight new postage stamps dur- 
ing the calendar year 1958.

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A PHILATELIC HISTORY 


by R. A. JAMIESON 


This issue of “Popular Stamps” is 
No. 200. I well remember when 


No. 100 came up. At that time, and 
prior, I had done some writing for 
A. L. McCready, and I was happy to 
add my contribution to his Century 
number along with several others not 
too often heard from. 

A few weeks ago he wrote me that 
No. 200 was on the way and would 
I send him something. I am sure he 
must be embarrassed when he looks 
this over and finds it is about him- 
self. And well deservedly So. Any- 
one who can persevere as long as 
your editor has, deserves some rec- 
cenition and this is my contribution. 

“Popular Stamps” first saw the 
light of day in January, 1938, so that 
in a couple of months it will be 
twenty years old. It then appeared 
in mimeographed form, edited and 
published by E. C. Werner at Alton, 
Ontario. I knew Werner and visited 
at his home at Alton. He was of 
Swiss extraction and had been a mail 
censor fer the Canadian government 
during the First World War. He 
was also a stamp dealer and the first 
number of “Popular Stamps” (as we 
know it) was headed: 


“POPULAR STAMPS 
at popular prices” 


I do not think he intended ‘“Pop- 
ular Stamps” to be the name of a 
magazine. His first number was 
simply a trade list with some occas- 
ional comment on his offerings. His 
“magazine” or list appeared inter- 
mittently in similar form till Decem- 
ber 1938. 


In the meantime Werner had in- 
augurated the “Rural Canadian 


Stamp Club” of which I became a 
member “in due course’. His list of 
members was, I think, published by 
A. L. McCready, and that is how “Ye 
Editor” and Werner became friends. 
Werner, late in 1938, engaged Mc- 
Cready to print his Bulletin, and 
transferred “Popular Stamps” to the 
present owner at the end of 1940. 
At that time McCready came to see 
me as a lawyer and discussed the 
change-over. From then on I was 
more or less intimately connected 
with your present Editor. For sev- 


eral years I wrote a column for him 
called “Canadian Topics” under the 
nome de plume of “Phil Atts”’. 





Herewith is the heading illustration 
used with the column.—Editor. 


I had a lot of fun writing this col- 
umn. Looking over now, some of 


the stuff that I produced monthly, is 
enough to make me blush. Some of 
it was all right, some of it was pro- 
phetic, some of it well deserves a 
hasty burial. I will say it was orig- 
inal. It was quite flattering to see 
item after item copied afterwards 
without a credit line. Even the name 
of my column went on to greater 
things and when the’ B.N.A.P.S. 
jeurnal first appeared it was, and is, 
called “B.N.A. Topics”. 


For collectors of philatelic liter- 
ature “Popular Stamps” has its fas- 
cinations. A prospectus, under date 
“October-December” (1940) issued 
by A. L. McCready, appeared at the 
time of the change-over and is quite 
rare. Volume 1, No. 1 (Werner) is 
almost non-existent. Volume 2, No. 
1, (McCready as Werner’s printer) 
appeared January, 1939, and “Pop- 
ular Stamps” has appeared regularly 
since then. Quite a record. No Can- 
adian stamp journal ever reached No. 
100, let alone No. 200. True it is 
that “Emco News” (Marks Stamp 
Co.) exceeded that number but it was 
a trade journal. The otherwise best 
record was that of the “Dominion 
Philatelist” (Ketcheson, Belleville & 
Peterborough) which ran to 76 num- 
bers at the turn of the century. 


If you collect stamp magazines, as 
I do, you will know that the early 
numbers of “Popular Stamps” are 
rare. I have what I believe to be the 
only complete run in existence. I 
sure would be glad to hear from any- 
one else who has one as I have some 


November, 1957. 


questions for the holder. 

Many well-known names have ap- 
peared as writers in “Popular 
Stamps”. It is not fair to single out 
a few but among the many have been 
Gerald Wellburn, Fred Jarrett, Allan 
K. Grimmer, Edward Goodchild, H. 
Warren K. Hale, Nelson Bond, Ed- 
ward Richardson, Stanley Deaville, 
R. A. Odell, Aubrey Kelson and many 
many others. 

I have known A. L. McCready for 
many years. He has visited my home 
and I have visited at his. Well do I 
remember the Sunday afternoon 
when we were sitting in my library 
and talking stamps and “Popular 
Stamps” when it flashed over the 
radio that Japan had attacked Pearl 
Harbour. That seems like a long 
time ago now! 

“Popular Stamps” under McCready 
has always been published at Cobden 
in the office of the “Cobden Sun” a 
weekly newspaper, once owned by A. 
L. McCready, but now operated by 
one of his sons. Probably this con- 
nection contributed in the past to the 
persistent appearance month after 
month of this sturdy magazine. The 
advertising support that the mag- 
azine has received from Canadian 
dealers has been generous and many 
have been with McCready for years. 

I am sure that all Canadian phil- 
atelists will join with me when I say 
‘somewhat modestly that A. L. Mc- 
ready and “Popular Stamps” have 
been monuments to Canadian Phil- 
lately. Long may they both con- 
tinue. 


RAMBLING GOSSIP

For many years we have been 
reading in P.S. by Ed. Richardson 
his articles under the title of “The 
Hollow Tree” in which from time to 
time he has given us much inform- 
ation and many tips. It is enjoyable 
hearing from him so consistently. 
In “Stamps” of New York some 
weeks ago he wrote giving some 
sound advice upon club management 
which should be widely read. While 
it is true that the older clubs which 
abound in various cities are well ex- 
perienced in this matter, there are 
many younger organizations which 
should familiarize themselves with 
his suggestions about club enter- 
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tainment; the importance of dispen- 
sing with long drawn arguments at 
meetings; about business manage- 
ment which should be settled by com- 
mittee meetings and so leaving most 
of the evening free for selling, ex- 
changing stamps, auctions and short 
interesting speeches by its members. 
As Ed Richardson states, club meet- 
ings should be for the entertainment 
of its members, and as long a time 
as possible alloted for this purpose. 

In the N.Y. “Stamps” lately an in- 
structive article appeared by a Mr. 
A. W. Ronald Hughes under the 
heading “* So you are giving your 
First Display” some very useful in- 
formation was given for new comers 
about this subject. One of his import- 
ant points was his closing sentence in 
which he states “Giving a display is 
not instinctive, it is an art to be 
learned”, This is very true and only 
experience gets you there. 

In reading Fyndem’s review of 
Gibbons Part I, his reference to Can- 
ada is most encouraging when he 
states that our stamps have advanced 
more in value than any other Dom- 
inion or Colony. All our early issues 
from 1851 to end of 1868 have moved 
upwards. For a long time I note 
Fyndem appears to have had a great 
philatelic affection for the stamps of 
Canada. 

A favorite writer of mine is Mr. F. 
E. Metcalfe of Commonwealth who 
lately stated that American collect- 
ors will have much better balanced 
collections by not having the “likes 
and dislikes” to the extent that Brit- 
ish collectors have over the pond. 
Well! That is something to know. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Leo Eaton in 
his weekly comment in New York 
“that the much talked devaluation of 
the Pound” won’t take place and says 
there are indications at hand that all 
the earlier issues of the British Em- 
pire will have their glorious “ come 
back”. Many of us will welcome this 
and be hoping it will come about. 

So long for now.

CARDS 


Apparently there is no end to the 
variety of post cards issued by the 
various stationery companies of the 
Quebec Tercentenary. Mr. Gaston La- 
Marre of St. Jerome, P.Q., is the lat- 
est to come up with some new ex- 


amples. These are totally different 
types and series from those reported 
previously. They are: 


1. A multicolored card with five in- 
dividual portraits against a back- 
ground of ships and the French 
and Canadian flags, Portraits of 
Jacques Cartier, Laval, Champlain, 
Montcalm and Wolfe. No. imprint. 

2. Imprint “Illustrated Post Card Co., 
Montreal”, picture of “French Set- 
tlers in the days of Champlain”, in 
black-brown. “Champlain / Tercent- 
enary / 1608-1908” on reverse, up- 
per left. 


8. Imprint “Illustrated Post Card Co., 
Montreal” but different series 
from No. 2. Sepia on sepia toned 
card. Across top of face, ‘‘Ter-Cent- 
enary Celebrations, Quebec, 1608- 
1908”, and across bottom the title 
of scene, “British Soldiers Gather- 
ing Firewood During the Siege of 
Quebec.” 

4, Similar to above No. 3, title of 
scene, “This World Famous Pan- 
orama Shows Where the Great 
Cartier Landed and Gen. Wolfe En- 
Camped.” 

The last three mentioned are es- 
pecially nice as they have 1c, Quebec 
stamps tied on the scene side of the 
cards.

No. 389—ESQUIMALT - “Sun-Ray 
& Crown” Cancel 


Most every Canadian collector is 


aware of the famous “Sun-Ray & 
Crown” cancel used in British Col- 


umbia. It was originally used at Vic- 
toria, and then when Esquimalt post 
office was opened it was used there. 


Going through a small lot of post 
cards recently, I was more than just 
a little bit delighted to discover one 
picturing “H.M. Warship in Dry 
Dock, Esquimalt, British Columbia.” 
On the reverse, and nicely tieing on 
the le Edward, were two strikes of 
this famous Crown cancel. The card 
is also postmarked “Esquimalt/B.C./ 
JUL 6/09”, a late date for this usage. 
I believe it had been previously be- 
lieved that the use of this cancel was 
discontinued in 1908. 


Post card accumulations are still 
the best remaining field for making 
new finds!

Press repcert re a federated FWI 
convention intimate that the Feder- 
ated Women’s Institutes want a 
stamp in 1959 honouring Adelaide 
Hoodless who founded the W.I. some 
60 years ago. At the same convent- 
ion one of the charter members claim- 
ed Mrs. Hoodless was given far too 
much credit as founder of this well- 
known countrywoman’s organization. 
She is inclined to believe that only 
hard work of women of Stoney Creek 
made organization of the W.I. poss- 
ible and that Mr. Hoodless, who was 
not even a countrywoman, came into 
the picture by reason of being a 
friend of Mrs. E. D. Smith, first 
president of the Winona W.I. Be that 
as it may Mrs. Hoodless was ack- 
nowledged foundress of the W.I. 
some time ago and the ladies, after 
60 years, seem to have reached ”a 
point of no return”.

No. 20—List of Perf. O. H. M. S. 
Plate Blocks 


From time to time we have mount- 
ed and made notes of this material. 
It seems somewhat a neglected field 
although possibly this is because of 
the lack of material available. It. 
would be interesting to learn which 
plates and positions are available in 
these perf. issues. Those prior to 1946 
seem to be extremely elusive. (Do not 
remember if the Agency had these 
early issues in plate block form or 
net). Why not drop us a line and let 
us know what you have along these 
lines. Possibly later we can make up 
a list. Has anyone ever seen any of 
the 5-hole perf. O.H.M.S. pl. blocks? 
Also how many of the elusive C7 pl. 5 
UL position exist perf. O.H.M.S.?— 
we know of three. It still has not 
turned up without the perf., so it does 
appear all the upper left panes of pl. 
5 were taken for perforating. If so 
this should make a fairly common 
plate perforated. 


No. 21—Official Plate Block Survey 


Well here it is at last. These are 
the results sent us over the past year 
or so and we thank you all for your 
co-operation, including members of 
CPS, BNAPS and APS, plus readers 
of Weekly Philatelic Gossip, and last 
but far from least the many P.S. 
readers. We believe the results have 
been gained from a large enough 
group to represent an accurate rel- 
ative sampling, although it should be 
noted that this survey obviously will 
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not include the exact number of these 
items in existence. 

A factor which is quite self evident 
from this survey is that most of this 
material is in the hands of U.S.A. 
collectors (over 75%). We suspect 
this is true of a great number of 
other ‘Canadian Specialty items’. 
Higher prices draw material and Am- 
ericans seem to consistently outbid 
Canadians—(there are exceptions 
like the recent 12d pair). 

The only complete collection we can 
renort is that owned by Mr. Green of 
U.S.A. as reported previously in P.S. 

There are two collections missing 
only one item (04 pl. 49UR) and over 
20 that are missing less than 10 
items. Those seriously collecting 
these issues (and have the pocket- 
book it requires) could in many cases 
be helped by those having only small 
or fragmentary collections—possibly 
the former group might have some 
other BNA items for trade that the 
latter would be more interested in. 
And both sides would be hanpier. To 
this end we offer the services of this 
column in confidence to those wishing 
to make such exchanges. If we can 
help out we are only too glad to do so 
—but please be sure you include self- 
addressed stamped envelopes for re- 
plies. 

The survey is appended herewith 
without comment, and in coming 
issues of P.S. we will be making notes 
and comments on this table and doing 
an analysis of the results, along with 
further facts behind some of the fig- 
ures—so, put the table away where 
you can find it.

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Post Office Name Changes 


By Frank W. Campbell 


I have a list of about 700 name 
changes before 1895 in Canada Post 
Offices. Some of the work toward 
this data was really difficult, because 
things often did not fit maps, mun- 
icipal problems, or logical reasoning. 

A few instances were found where 
the post office name continued with- 
out interruption in postal lists, but 
actually it had moved some distance, 
and immediately a new office name 
appears on the old site, and the new 
site was a displacement of a post 
office that closed that year. Con- 
fusing, Eh! 


Detail of this happenstance is in 
Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, where Kempt 
or Kemptville (“ville’ was not al- 
ways used) existed 1847-1877, then 
changing to Rockingham. The name 
Kemptville was moved a few miles 
to Kempt Bridge site, and thus 
Kempt Bridge became a second 
Kemptville. No gap in continuity of 
the name Kemptville is noted in post- 
al lists, but it actually refers to sep- 
arate places. Kempt Bridge had ex- 
isted 1860 to 1877. 


In King’s county, Nova Scotia, 
Waterville, Millville, and Pineo Vil- 
lage were in a similar mix-up, and 
difficulty was encountered in making 
a decision as to just what did happen, 
because a map of 1875 postal sites 
did not fit. It was noted that the lith- 
ograph map had been altered for 
Millville, and guessing that the alt- 
eration was a mistake it was later 
proven that Waterville of 1861-1873 
duration on a site two miles south of 
Aylesford, was moved eight miles 
west to Pineo Village site—Pineo Vil- 
lage of 1858-1873 duration being 
closed as the new Waterville’ took 
over. On the old site near Aylesford, 
Millville was opened as Waterville 
name was moved westward to Pineo 
Village. 

Incidentally altering a lithograph 
map is difficult, and generally the 
changing can be detected by the let- 
tering being of a different character, 
or the printing being smudged some- 
what—thus was the wrong Millville 
on the map noted. 

Another similar confusion of three 
offices in Guysborough county, Nova 


Scotia, was Uuuer Caledonia, Cam- 
eron Settlement, and Caledonia-St. 
Mary’s, the grand shuffle of names 
taking place in 1888. A change of 
boundary between Halifax and Guys- 
borough counties added to the con- 
fusion. Lately a friend in Halifax 
added immensely to my data on Nova 
Scotia post offices by referring to 
other than Postal Guides. 

All confusion is not in Nova Scotia, 
of course. In New Brunswick a 
change of North Renous and South 
Renous in Northumberland county 
was not believed when it was noted 
they reversed, (North and South be- 
ing reversed). But it was so. A chance 
finding of post office McLaughlin, 
1880-1886, on the site of the final 
South Renous being the key to un- 
lock this affair. Renous River, 1873- 
1886, was the start of what finally 
was North Renous. 

This detail would sound useless to 
some people, but to those who ap- 
preciate solutions to difficult namings 
I have similar data on Dutton, Long- 
wood and Park Hill in Ontario. 

A Dudswell-Bishopton problem in 
Wolfe county, Quebec, seemed beyond 
solving until a chance history item 
in a French language paper furnished 
the key. There were two Dudswells, a 
Bishop’s Crossing, Dudswell Center, 
and a Bishopton for part of 1878. 
Now, in 1857, it is back to Bishopton. 

In listing all post offices in some 
one county the big problem is one 
concerning boundary changes or div- 
isions, the original Wellington county 
in Ontario, for example, being very 
complicated.

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Dawson City and The Yukon 


Much has been written about the 
Klondike and Gold Rush of 1898. Fic- 
tion writers in prose, and Robert 
Service in poems regaled us in boy- 


hood years. Occasionally in the early 
1900’s we would run onto some older 
man who had returned from the 
Klondike and his tales of personal 
hardship made us wonder whether 
his tales outdid the fiction writers or 
that the fiction writers told more 
truth than fiction. 

A year ago the writer had an urge 
to develop the philatelic angle of the 
Klondike and despite considerable ef- 
fort and seeking of data was disap- 
pointed at the dearth of information 
available. No doubt there are books 
or brochures of an historical nature 
on the Klendike which we have never 
seen so, what follows is the result of 
that little which we unearthed and 
only scratches the surface in a phil- 
atelic way. 

Perhaps we approached the subject 
under the influence of romantic and 
glamorous impressions implanted in 
us by the authors of stories picturing 
the Klondike—if the tragedy of froz- 
en trails, heartbreaking snowbound 
or mudbound passes to climb, dying 
men and horses, starvation and brutal 
cold can be termed romantic. Certain- 


ly it was adventure but could hardly 
be classed as glamorous by those 
hardy spirits who joined in the trail 
cf ‘ninety-eight. What if boomtown 
gaiety in later days at Dawson City 
softened memories of the days pre- 
ceeding, and we back east revelled in 
reading about dust-filled pokes, row- 
dy, pleasure-bent miners fresh in 
from their claims, the dance hall 
girls, the Shooting of Dan McGrew, 
Cremation of Sam McGee, and a 
dozen other like literary creations— 
we still could see or imagine the 
brutal cold of wintertime, surcease 
from which but lent zest to the en- 
joyment of the pleasure and warmth 
afforded in Dawson’s spots of gaiety. 


Dawson Became Boomtown 


At its heyday Dawson, lying at the 
junction of the Yukon and Klondike 
rivers, had mushroomed from a clus- 
ter of log cabins to a community of 
fifty thousand; (this figure, of course 
including the famous creeks, Eldor- 
ado, Bonanza, Bottom, Hunter, etc.), 
says a tourist folder before us. Still 
to be seen in Dawson are the Palace 
Grand Theatre of ’98, Robert Ser- 
vice’s cabin, R.C.M.P. barracks and 
the Flora Dora Dance Hall, now con- 
verted into a modern restaurant. Gay 
and riotous was the living when the 
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miners came in from the creeks 
flushed with success. Gold dust was 
the principal medium of exchange. 
The dance hall girls were paid 50c a 
dance. Today Dawson’s population is 
around 700 or slightly more compar- 
ed with the 30,000 of its boom days. 


In-the past.year the C.B.C. has 
given a couple of films on tele- 
vision showing some of the original 
buildings of Dawson and a few of the 
handful left of the original miners 
who refuse to leave and continue to 
live on their claims, probably living 
on memories of old friends, old 
scenes and gay times of nearly sixty 
years ago. 


Shown in the film is the delivery 
today of mail by auto to these miners’ 
cabins, a far cry from the days of 
delivery by dog team, pack sack or 
the good offices of the sky pilot or 
passing traveller. 


James S. Couch in the American 
Philatelist in 1956 had a considerable 
write-up of Alaska postal history, 
but we have seen no such coverage 
for Yukon postal history. 


Joseph J. Cavagnol this year has a 
series in Weekly Philatelic Gossip, 
Holton, Kansas, entitled “Postmarked 
Alaska”, ‘a Saga of the early Alaska 
Mail’, and in occasional chapters 
touches on matters Canadian. 

He mentions the gold strike in 


August, 1896. That the first men 
Creek and 


came from Forty Maile 





A cover postmarked at Dawson, N.W 
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settled at Dawson and that the 
Mounted Police moved their estab- 
lishment from Forty Mile in January, 
1897, to Dawson. In same month Billy 
Moore, 73, left for Skagway by dog 
team with first news of the strike, 
From “Mike Mahoney”, a book writ- 
ten by Merrill Dennison, Cavagnol 
notes that Mike Mahoney showed up 
in those parts in October, 1897. He 
became an ambulatory newspaper in 
his Klondike travels. In December 
1898 he was propositioned to carry 
possibly 4,000 letters from Dawson 
to Skagway at $1.00 a letter but the 
amount later was about 2,000 yet he. 
made the 650 mile trip that winter 
by dog team, averaging about 25 
miles a day for the trip. (This was 
the first mail out). 


The Overland Trail 


Ernest A. Kehr in his Stamp News 
in the New York Herald Tribune on 
July 26, 19538, wrote an interesting 
article on the first Northwest road- 
way for the Yukon territory, com- 
pleted and opened to traffic in 1902 
as the Overland Trail, also known as 
Dawson Trail, and linked White 
Horse near British Columbia border, 
and Dawson, near Alaska border, 
some 330 miles in length. Relay 
stations and road houses were estab- 
lished every 20 miles. Between 200 
and 300 horses were kept for the 
varicus relay stations for changing 
of teams on the grueling trip. Pass- 


.T. Jy 9, 01, arrived at Seattle July17, 


1901, and is backstamped Boston, July 22, 1901. We cannot explain the 
use of both a Canadian and a U.S. stamp having been used. 
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engers paid $125 for the trip which 
occupied four or five days. This trail 
was hewn through and over some of 
nature’s most formidable terrain and 
was operated more for service than 
profit by men of vision and faith in 
this far northern frontier, where 
winter temperatures hit 40 to 60 be- 
low zero and sometimes 80. In latter 
years drivers were forbidden to leave 
with passengers if it was colder than 
40 below. (The new Alaska High- 
way follows a portion of the Over- 
land Trail). 

No traditional posthorn was used 
en this run, but drivers usually an- 
nounced their approach to a station 
or dangerous curve with a loud “mal- 
amute yell” which resounded wierdly 
through the hills. 

This White Pass and Yukon Route 
was commonly referred to as the 
“Royal Mail” and mail came in from 
the outside by ship to Skagway and 
overland by rail to White Horse. 

The first mail on this new overland 
route left White Horse Nov. 2, 1902. 
For 20 years the White Pass and 
Yukon Route ran the mail then re- 
linquished the contract to Coates and 
Kastner who operated it on thirty 
weekly trips a year, says Kehr. Gren- 
fell and Pickering took over from 
Coates and Kastner and operated it 
for a short time before airplane ser- 
vice in 1923. The average mail is said 
to have run between 20 and 30 tons 
annually. 

William D. MacBride, president of 
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the Yukon Historical Society, com- 
menting on the scarcity of philatelic 
covers of that period, says conditions 
in the Yukon at that time contributed 
to denial of storage of non-essent- 
ials, and the need for steady fires to 
heat small cabins made most every 
scrap of paper valuable for kindling. 
But he does state that any letter 
posted at Dawson and postmarked at 
White Horse between Oct. 25 and 
Nov. 2, 1902, probably was carried 
on that first sleigh run of mail. 

Employes for this route were hired 
for their ability to meet conditions 
in the country and their skill with 
horses. Few of the drivers were liter- 
ate and were not particular about 
written reports. MacBride says, “fill- 
ing out waybills, and making out 
forms demanded by the Canadian P. 
O. D. was enough paper work for 
them.” Thus the postal historian 
finds it difficult to fill in the inti- 
mate details in the story of pioneer 
Yukon mail. 

The next following reference is 
taken from an old copy of ‘“Post- 
mark”, a monthly magazine published 
for the Canadian Postal Service. 


Mail Spread on Tundra 


A contribution from the Dawson 
Postmaster, Mr. Thomas Byers, ap- 
pears in the magazine. A picture is 
shown with it showing mail being 
distributed at Tagish in 1898. The 
mail had been emptied from the mail 
sacks in rows along the tundra and

miners were pawing through it in 
search of their own. After the pic- 
ture the following appears: 

During the winter of 1896-97 the 
Hon. Wm. Ogilvie, G.L.S., F.R.G.S., 
(Governor Ogilvie as he was com- 
monly called) reported that he had 
two opportunities to send reports to 
Ottawa. On Jan 21st Mr. T. W. 
O’Brien left for the outside and a 
little later Mr. Stewart Menzies fol- 
lowed. There was no further oppor- 
tunity to send mail until June, 1897. 

He also reported that the last ar- 
rival of mail from outside in 1897 
brought papers with the news that 
Queen Victoria was seriously ill, that 
there was a possibility of war be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia, and 
that sometime in the Spring two star 
pugilists, Jim Corbett, the heavy- 
weight champion, and Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, a contender for the crown 
would battle for the title. 

Next news from outside came in 
June, 1898, when a fleet of ten 
thousand small boats arrived. (Ed’s. 
note: — This seems an astounding 
number, if true!) The first question 
asked by Mr. Ogilvie was “What is 
the news?” The answer was “There 


is no war, Queen Victoria has recov- 
ered and Bob Fitzsimmons knocked 
—ell out of Jim Corbet.” 

During the summer of 1898 the 
Canadian Development Company put 
three steamers on the run from the 
foot of White Horse rapids to Daw- 
son and carried the mail with some 
degree of regularity. 

The White Pass Railway was com- 
pleted in June, 1900 to White Horse. 
During the winter of 1900-01 White 
Pass stages made regular trips from 
that point to Dawson and delivered 
all classes of mail. (Prior pack sack 
and dog team mail seems to 
refer to conveyance of letters only). 
The following summer White Pass 
steamers commenced a service which 
continued from late June until late 
September and the mail service was 
excellent. 

Delivery of mail during early years 
to those living on the creeks was a 
greater problem than to the resi- 
dents of Dawson. Miners operating 
on Dominion, Sulphur and Quartz 
Creeks packed their supplies in on 
their backs. Mail was carried in the 
same manner and the carriers charg- 
ed 25c a letter and small parcel 50c.

The “Yukoner’s tonnage was 781. She was breught from Victoria, B.C. 
to St. Michael, Alaska, in sections and rebuilt at St. Michael in 1898. She 
was christened with a bottle of champagne by a beautiful blonde damsel 
who was enroute to the dance halls at Dawson City. She made one voyage 
from St. Michael to Dawson City and return in 1898, arriving in Dawson 
August 22nd, under command of Captain John Irving, who was part owner. 
On her return to St. Michael, the Yukoner was sold to Pat Galvin for $45,- 
000.00, and under the new management, Capt. Morine, sailed for Dawson 
on September 25, 1898, but owing to lateness of the season, was forced to 
spend the winter at Russian Mission on the Lower Yukon river, 300 miles 
from St. Michael, and did not reach Dawson City until June 24, 1899. An 
interesting account of this voyage is found in “Yukon Voyage” by Walter 
R. Curtin, published by Caxton Printers, Caldwell, Idaho, in 1938. Mr. Cur- 
tin was a passenger on the “Yukoner”’. On the trip from Russian Mission 
to Dawson City, the crew and passengers had trouble with the captain; 
they took a vote and decided that Capt. Morine be relieved of his command, 
or everyone would go ashore. The result was that the First Officer, Bar- 
ney Larson took over the captain’s berth, as he had a captain’s papers. On 
arrival at Dawson City, Capt. Morine laid a charge of mutiny and piracy 
against the crew of the “Yukoner” and a long court case ensued, the steam- 
er eventually being throw into Bankruptcy Court and sold. 


The “Yukoner” was later purchased by the British Yukon Navigation 
Co., the River Division of the White Pass & Yukon Route, and operated 
between Whitehorse and Dawson City until the fall of 1903. Her draft was 
too deep for economical use on the upper Yukon, and she was not operated 
after that year. “Yukoner’s” last recorded voyage left Dawson City, Aug. 
25, 1903, and arrived at Whitehorse August 30, 1903. Her final resting place 
became the Whitehorse Shipyard where she was on view until this summer 
when she was considered too far deteriorated from the passing of time and 
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ravages of the elements to save as an historical relic and was entirely de- 
molished. Thus lost with her is a link with a proud and glorious past. 


_ In the picture herewith showing the “Yukoner” is also shown the S.S. 
“Sibil”. Built in Victoria, B.C., in 1898 she came up the ocean route, 
2500 odd miles, to St. Michael, Alaska, under her own steam, thence 2067 
miles to Whitehorse, and operated on the Yukon River between Whitehorse 
and Dawson City, 434 miles, up to 1904, when she was then changed over 
to a barge—a rather drab existence for a ship that for so long had proudly 
sailed the Upper Yukon with gay passengers and adventurous spirits.

Shallow draft Steamers Los 


Referring to steamer service prior 


to 1898, shallow draft steamers 
brought mail from the U.S. via St. 
Michael on the Alaska, Behring Sea 
coast, up 1600 miles of the Yukoni 
River to Dawson. After that date 
steamer service was developed on the 
Upper Yukon to Lewes River, Lake 
Labarge, Marsh Lake to Bennett 
Lake. The steamers were shallow 
draft 80 or 90 feet long and in ap- 
pearance remind us somewhat of the ‘ye _ | 
Mississippi river boats, familiar to yy, ye 
we easterners in story and picture. + eS 
The Upper Yukon steamer route was 
approximately 434 miles long from 
Dawson City to White Horse, and 
passenger fare on these boats from 
Dawson was $175 on the more diffi- 
cult upstream journey in those early 
days. Return down stream to Dawson 
ran about half the above fare. oe jem 

Before Canadian P. O. service LE 
there were private letter carriers {f «mgm 
and goodwill or courtesy carriers LSS MAES 
among travellers in and out. The Al- = 
aska Pacific Express co. carried 
letters at 50c each from Skagway 
and Dyea over the Chilkoot Pass by 
dog sled to Dawson. It is not known 
what arrangement was made by them 
with the Canadian government. R.C. 
M.P. officers acted as postmasters 
at the different posts along the 
route. Many parcels of letters car- 
ried by private individuals were be- 
lieve lost or abandoned on the rugged 
trips. Some letters were without 
stamps, others with both Canadian 
and U.S. stamps. 

Among postmarks are Lake Ben- 
nett, White Horse, Tagish Lake, Fort 
Cudahy, Fort Selkirk and Dawson.

An Afterword 


In conclusion we might mention 
that Robert Service, poet of the Yuk- 
on, the last we heard of him he was 
living retired somewhere in Monaco. 
Last February there passed away, 
aged 77, at Sweet Home Oregon, a 
pioneer of Dawson, who as a dance 
hall girl there in those early days 
was known to a continent-wide ac- 
quaintance as Klondike Kate. Her 
real name was Mrs. Kate Rockwell 
Matson Van Duren. Another Daw- 
son City figure was Diamond Nell 
who was said to have had her teeth 
filled with diamonds. 

Forbes Brude, Canadian Press Bus- 
iness Editor in an article in the daily 
press last September in reporting his 
trip to Dawson with a groun of the 
Commonwealth Mining and Metal- 
urgv Congress, writes: 

“Were these scattered and mostly 
dilanidated-looking buildings, popu- 
lated by some 800 people, all that 
was left of a lusty city of 25,000 to 
50,000 which for a few years packed 
more human drama than any other 
place on earth? 

“The plush-chaired Royal Alexan- 
dra Theatre for instance was pulled 
down only three years ago when its 
permafrost foundations wobbled. 
Building after building—relics of the 
past—preceded it in demolition. 

“But the Auditorium Theatre re- 
mained—only theatre of the gold- 
rush days which could boast two bal- 
conies, a theatre whose stage saw 
many budding entertainers who later 
became famous.” 

Douglas Fairbanks senior is said 
to have been one of them. 





Stories in Stamps 


-To the writer one of the big inter- 
ests in stamp collecting is the envis- 
ioning of stories of the life and times 
associated with the service of a 
stamp, cover or postmark identify- 
ing these pioneer times. In this Klon- 
dike instance we see the prospector 
struggling up the Chilkoot Pass, 
drifting down the Upper Yukon on a 
raft, digging the frozen earth, hud- 
dled before a pitifully inadequate 
fire with subzero weather outside 
the cabin. And dozens of other pic- 
tures arise before us.

Another feature was the struggle 
of U. S. and Canadian governments 
to bring mail service to these isolated 
people. Thousands and thousands of 
dollars more were spent than the 2c 
or 3c each per letter in the aggregate 
ever brought in return. Behind that, 
no matter what it cost, was the ben- 
efit derived in bringing a service of 
communication to an isolated people 
to help make tolerable their life 
—pioneers whose efforts advanced 
the frentiers of their countries and 
added to the wealth of their nations. 
That is the mail’s chief function— 
service—rather than a money-maker, 
in the first instance. 


BOOKS TO NO ENDING 


Over the years we have been col- 
lecting Canadian philatelic literature 
until we have acquired quite an ac- 
cumulation. We have also secured 
many of the published books on gen- 
eral philatelic matters, such as its 
fundamentals, systematie collecting, 
specializing, ete. Now that we have 
them there wouldn’t be enough time 
in a lifetime to read them all. Prob- 
ably no other avocation, taken as 
such, has had so much written and 
published about it, as stamp collect- 
ing. A good deal of it covers ground 
already well gone over, and some of 
it isn’t cf much use to the advanced 
philatelist. For the good of the fra- 
ternity there is a grand opportunity 
for someone to select a list of say 
the ten best books or journals, per 
country, specialty or period. It would 
be a great help to the concerned 
philatelist.

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Canada Postal Markings 


by L. SEALE HOLMES, M.D. 


These form perhaps the most in- 
teresting phases of Canadian collect- 
ing. There seems no end of variety 
and many of them are very rare. 
Even a modest beginner can soon 
show quite a wide range of different 
markings, both on cover and stamps. 
These should of course go hand in 
hand. Covers are so fascinating, 
while stamps help greatly to round 
out one’s collection of these mark- 
ings. 

A collection can be made in per- 
iods of time, such as 18th, 19th or 
20th century; pre-adhesive years; 
covering the reign of Queen Victoria 
or any of the monarchs; the First or 
Second World War periods where we 
have so many censor markings add- 
ed. In going over a lot of small cents 
it occurred to me that cancellations 
on Canadian stamps surely give one 
a great field for collecting. This car- 
ried my thoughts to a wider field 
and to the many sections of types of 
cancellations that offered quite a 
wide range to choose from. If we 
start with the adhesive stamps, we 
have the original target of 1851, 
still in use in one or two post offices 
that I know today. A collection with 
this original cancellation would make 
a most interesting display, starting 
with Canada’s first adhesive, the 3p 
and hunting for it on all stamps since 
then. 

Covers with this marking would of 
course add much to the interest and 
value of the collection. Covers would 
show what P. O. had used the cancel- 
lation. Then coming on a few years, 
we have the Ring cancellations with 
the numerals within them, both the 
4 ring and 2 ring types. Here again 
covers come in well for the same pur- 
pose as the targets, I just mentioned. 
Later we have the “Cork” cancellat- 
ions, with their myriad and weird de- 
signs, very few duplicating. Each 
was the product of the many post- 
masters who made their own to suit 
his own particular artistic, or other- 
wise, desire. 

Of course let me here point out 
that a cancellation and a postmark 
are quite different things, used for 
very definite purposes. The cancel- 
lation was to cancel the adhesive 


stamp so it could not be used again 
for postage and was to be placed on 
the stamp. The postmark was to tell 
where a piece of mail originated and 
in early years to also be postmark- 
ed on arrival. The one of origin was 
to be on the left side of mail, while 
the receiving office postmarked on 
the back. Today only registered mail 
is back stamped. 

In order to save time later some 
of the larger offices combined in one 
hammer the cancellation and the 
postmark side by side, making a 
“combination” marking. Some also 
combined the two together with the 
postmark inside the cancellation, 
most of these being in the form of a 
circle within a modified square of 
bars. These naturally show up best 
on covers or the large double sized 
stamps. These can be called a “2 in 1” 


marking. Later when the electric 
cancelling machines came into use 
we have the “3 in 1” cancellation 


composed of postmark, slogan and 
cancellation. 

You mav have noticed I have not 
mentionead the pre-adhesive mark- 
ings. Some of them are actually 
stamps while others are postmarks. 
These comprise a great array, com- 
ing in manuscript, both in red or 
black—I refer to the stamps. They 
have several denominations, depend- 
ing on the rates chargeable. Later we 
find them handstruck and are there- 
fore called handstruck stamps. The 
postmarks began with the straight 
line name of the post cffice, then de- 
veloping the circular type of which 
there are many. Besides all these we 
have a wide range of other postal 
markings, such as Money Letter, 
Registered, Paid, Unpaid, Way Let- 
ter. We also find markings such as 
House of Commons, Senate, Legis- 
lative Assembly, O.H.M.S., Paid to 
Lines, etc. Then too we have mark- 
ings used by the carriers, as Steam 
Boat and a great host of Railroad 
markings. Any day now we may see 
Airplane markings done in flight. 

Really there is no set rule to 
guide you. I have not mentioned all 
the many sections, divisions or class- 
ificaticns you can choose for a Post- 
al Marking collection. In any you will 
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have a wide latitude and -also in 
mounting and writing up your col- 
lection of these. They are bound to 
interest both collectors and non-col- 
lectors. So be sure of them. It should 
also be educational, historically and 
geographically. Take for instance a 
collection of town cancels and post- 
marks. With these you could go to 
almost no end of data that could be 
dug up about most places, such as 
date the place was started, date of 
first P. O. there, with its first post- 
master. Also, if on a railroad, what 
line. Some of these could be away up 
north many miles from any railroad 
and open only to air travel. Then, in 
that case, dates of first flight, for 
what purpose and what mines in the 
area and what those mines produced. 
On these you will find the back 
stampings most interesting. 


A FAMOUS PRINTING ERROR 
By H. Reiche 


The famous Saxony printing error 
fo the 1/2 Neugroschen on light blue 
instead of grey has recently been 
sold at an auction. The mint pair 
brought $5,000.00. The story of the 
stamp is almost as fascinating as a 
novel, and we owe actual facts mere- 
ly to the excellent records kept by 
the German postal authorities. 

About 100 years ago, in 1851, the 
main post office in Berlin received 
from a small post office in Leipzig’ 
fifty-seven copies of these error 
printings. The stamps were returned 
as errors for destruction. The postal 
authorities contacted the printer of 
the stamps at once and received noti- 
fication that they had erred in the 
colour when printing but that only 
one sheet had been printed with one 
hundred and twenty copies. In the 
meantime the post office found that 
a total of sixty-three copies had been 
sold to the public. Until that time the 
public was unaware of this till in 1884 
details were published in a book by 
Dr. Kloss. The postal authorities 
then began to worry that the pur- 
chase of these stamps could cause 
difficulties to the person intending to 
mail a letter with these “false” 
stamps which might not be accepted 
by the post offices and thus cause a 
loss of money to the purchaser. Thus 
after 30 years the chase began. With 
the knowledge that sixty-three cop- 
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ies had been sold the postal author- 
ity tried to locate the persons who 
had purchased these stamps, so that 
they could be exchanged for “gen- 
uine” stamps. 


One commercial firm was finally 
located having filed away the circular 
letter from the post office describing 
the stamps and suggesting their 
exchange. With this letter was found 
an envelope containing a strip of ten 
of the error apparently intended to 
be returned to the post office. This 
find, though, was made by a collector 
—not the post office, and the stamps 
were sold for 200 marks each, a sen- 
sational price for that period. The 
post office, however, was able to 
round up a number of copies includ- 
ing the stamps which had been re- 
turned to them from Leipzig. 

The government of Saxony sold 
small stamp collections at that time 
of about twenty to forty different 
varieties left over from various post 
offices. To each such collection, as 
was usual for this type of sale, the 
authority added a small profit and 
sold the lot for the sum of three 
Marks. This was a lot of money in 
those days, but the lots sold very 
well, especially since each collection 
contained one of the Saxony errors. 
One buyer could obtain only one col- 
lection, but with the help of friends 
and relatives some were able to get 
more than one copy of this error. 
Thus it was possible for two blocks 
ef four to be sold unsevered. But 
how about the used copies? It was al- 
most certain that the few used copies 
had been destroyed. At least this had 
been the belief for many years. But 
the search continued for a used copy. 
Finally the search ended with the dis- 
covery of one complete envelope with 
the famous error. This is the only 
known copy on cover, and the only 
used copy which has been found so 
far. Its value would rank near the 
famous Mauritius error. 


STAMP FOR QUEBEC CITY

the 350th anniversary of Quebec City. 
In 1908 a beautiful set of eight dif- 
ferent stamps marked the 300th an- 
niversary.

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McGREELY’S EXPRESS 


Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found an article on the Yukon. Mc- 
Greely’s Express may or may not 
have had a bearing on mail transport- 
ation to the Klondike in the late 90’s 
or early 1900’s. The item is a highly 
controversial number and we are not 
going to overly tangle with it. In our 
July-August issue of 1945 we had a 
fairly lengthy article on the subject, 
authority for which was an article in 
Weekly Philatelic Gossip by Charles 
E. Chapel. 

According to Chapel, an American, 
S. C. Marcuse, established McGreely’s 
Exxpress (circa 1898). Reason for 
such lay in the fact that Dyea lay on 
the west tip of a Y on the Lynn can- 
al and Skagway, Alaska, lay on the 
east tip with about four miles of 
water between. Skagway had a har- 
bour at which sea-going ships could 
land freight but Dyea had no such 
harbour. Thus freight for the latter 
place was taken by launch or lighter 
from Skagway around the V of the 
Y to Dyea. 
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Illustrated on the stamp reproduc- 
tion herewith is shown a dog team 
which may have been meant to infer 
that the service was continued thus- 
wise during the winter. Also Skagway 
was spelled with a U instead of a 
Y, which spelling seems to have had 
some usage during that period. 

Building of the White Pass Rail- 
way is said by Chapel to have put 
McGreely’s Fxpress out of husiness, 
thus its life must have been short. 
He also says that Marcuse, used the 
name of his employe operating the 
launch rather than his own on the 
stamps. Probably by so doing he was 
reaching for his employe’s loyalty 
and continued service. 

Some other writers have assumed 
the stamp was identified with the 
year 1908 but one writer published 


his doubts of its genuineness in April 
1898 apparently shortly after the 
stamps made their- appearance. The 
1898 date would sem supported. 


Recently we received one of these 
stamps in mint condition from an old 
collection. The stamp is printed in 
blue on white gummed paper and is 
perforated. The stamp used for our 
illustration shows a postmark but 
this does not infer that it was offic- 
lally recognized. This could have been 
applied at the same time that the reg- 
ular postage stamp on the envelope 
was being cancelled. 


Certainly there were private car- 
riers in those days who accepted let- 
ters for a fee and took them to the 
post office and having affixed the 
necessary postage stamps, mailed 
them. If Marcuse was in the express 
business of handling parcels it seems 
quite natural that he should place his 
express stamps on letters entrusted to 
him. It could have been a form of ad- 
vertising or a prideful notion, or a 
matter of accountancy in checking 
cash receipts against stamps used. 

In any event the stamp exists even 
if its status is questioned. 


STAMPS ON TELEVISION 





Stamp collecting in Southern Al- 
berta got a “boost” on October 4th 
when Calgary TV Station CHCT-TV 
televised a 15-minute Stamp Collect- 
or’s show, which was the first of its 
kind ever shown in that part of the 
country. Mr. Fred Dunn, well-known 
Western dealer, of Calgary, exhib- 
ited some Stampless Covers from 
1820 to 1839, Penny Blacks and a 
wide variety of scarce covers, single 
stamps and covers, right down to 
commemorative issues recently re- 
ceived from many Commonwealth 
Dominions and Colonies. 

According to viewers, the material 
was well photographed and showed 
up well, even though it was not poss- 
ible for the colours to be brought out. 

Mr. Dunn also dealt with the work 
he is doing with the many interested 
children at the Red Cross Crippled 
Children’s Hospital, where as many 
as 22 boys and girls attend the col- 
lector’s classes.

Regarding disappearing railway 
mail service, C. A. Anderson of Sask- 
atoon sends us the following: 

A press report in our local news- 
paper touching on recent and pro- 
posed future changes in the matter of 
Railway Mail Service, may or may 
not be news to RPO collectors. 

In the above mentioned press re- 
lease, it is stated that postal cars 
have been taken off Trains No. 91 
and 92, running between Saskatoon 
and Edmonton. Mail is now carried 
in the baggage car to and from 
Wainwright, then by truck to Ed- 
monton. 

I have also learned that the mail 
cars customarily attached to east and 
westbound trains between Medicine 
Hat and Calgary are no more. These 
moves by the P.O.D. will, without 
doubt, cancel many “mail runs” and 
create new ones. Before me is a 
sample of such a new run, description 
of which follows: 

Collectors of “W”RPO markings 
are familiar with W-155 and 156 
Swan River-Prince Albert, Type 17A. 
This canceller is no longer in use. In 
it’s place, due to the utilization of 
mail transportation by trucks from 
Swan River to Barrows has given us 
BAR, & P.A.RPO Typel9D. 

The mail crew on eastbound train 
No. 16 terminate their run at Bar- 
rows, transfer to the truck eastbound 
mail, board train No. 15 with mail 
for west points transferred from the 
truck to the mail car, and complete 
their stint in Prince Albert. 

Looking at the timetable (CNR) 
you will note that train No. 15 and 
16 meet at Barrows. 

A new RPO marking has made it’s 
appearance, W-127 Riv. & Sask RPO, 
now on Type 17B. 

Good hunting RPO fans and get 
those gaps filled in before it’s too 
late.-—C. A. Anderson. 


ONE BY ONE 


Gradually, one by one, local mail 
runs by railway mail cars are dis- 
appearing. The latest is the ending 
November 26th of the passenger and 
mail run on the 52-mile stretch from 
Ottawa to Prescott, said to be the 
first passenger run into Ottawa. It 
came into being under the St. Lawr- 
ence and Ottawa Railway in 1850 and 


was leased to the C.P.R. in 1884. A 
Cornwall trucking firm will now 
handle the mail between the two 
points. 


LONG-TIME ADVERTISER 


When we took over completely the 
publication of “Popular Stamps” in 
February of 1941, we did not have 
many advertisers but among that 
few was W. N. Affleck of Oshawa, 
Ont., whose ad has been in every 
issue since that date and thus has the 
record of having been with us the 
longest. Other long-time advertisers 
came in shortly after and have been 
with us continuously. They are K. 
Bileski, Winnipeg, L. A. Davenport 
and J. N. Sissons of Toronto, and 
Aubrey Kelson, formerly Toronto, 
and now of Saint John, N.B. Some 
others of our early advertisers still 
come in occasionally and among our 
current regular advertisers are sev- 
eral who came in later but still have 
been with us for some years back. 


COMPARATIVELY SPEAKING 


Prices for Canadian stamps have 
been steadily rising for some years, 
but no more (if as much) as the de- 
creased buying power of the dollar 
should substantiate. For instance in 
Sissons ad in our 100th issue, April, 
1948, he advertised 1897 Jubilees, the 
set complete from %e to $5 at $135.00 
and the Quebec Tercentenary set 
complete, %c to 20c for $11.75. They 
of course bring more today, but have 
they increased as much accordingly 
in the past nine years as most every- 
thing else has.
